Some time before Christmas an editorial appeared in these col- 
umns comnu'iitinp on 1hi> s.vstom of taking notes which is in use hero 
at McGill, and oflVring an alternative along the lines of what might 
be termed partly-printed lecttirc notes. Tho matter was let drop at 
the time, aitlii>uiîli a nninbtM' of stiuleuls i>xprt>sstHl tluir approval 
of the suggestion. The Toronto "VARSITY" agitated a similar 
move, and has gone farther with it by canvassing the members of 
the Faculty. This canvass is not us yet b.v any incan.s l omplete, and 
the final results will be awaited with interest, ^leanwhile we quote 
the article as it appeared in lust Friday's "Varsity": 

Before the vacation several articles appeared in this paju r 
regarding the advisability of a change in the lecture system. 
Opinions seemed to think that the present style of taking notes 
WaS^fast boeoniitifï uiijioiMilar. .Many ve"y «rooil snppestions 
Avcro mentioned, and tlir next tiiin<r to do was to find out if 
the professors were in sympathy with the scheme, and if they 
thought it possible or were they opposed to it. 

Aceordinply. with this object in view, a member of The 
Varsity Staff iutervieweil several of tUe staff of the Faculty 
of Apiîlied Science, and found tliat nearly all of the profes- 
sors and leetnrers favored flic abolition id" note-taking as in 
vogue at present. Some who favored this for several years, 
said from experience, that it would not be entirely dispensed 
with. "For," as one profcssDr remarked, "That owing large- 
ly to the history antl sequence of development of the work of 
instruction no book is entirely suitable." 

Consequently in any event some note-taking will be done, 
but its purpose will be to clarify the subjectf and not to mys- 
tify the student. 

Another professor told our man that he had considered 
the idea for quite a long time. He said that he had practically 
decided that the only thing to do was to publish a textbook. 
He intended to try and have this readylor the students before 
the next session, if possible. 

Agalii and again it has been proved by the students that 
profu8l'?fet9^;àkiug is of 'absolutely no use. Thff lecturer to 
make liis class, who arc trying to copy notes also, understand 
what lie is saying, must allow them to think. Who ever liearil 
of a person, no matter how clever he may be, thinking of one 
matter and writing another at the same time. The result is 
that the explanation is lost. We fail to see how this can hap- 
pen under the new s.V8tem. 

Wlicn a representative of The Varsity approached another 
very distinguished professor, and had broached this subject, 
thje professor remorked: "Our class already have textbooks, 
and have had (hem in my subjects for years." 

/'And do you find that the system works satisfactorily." 
"Certuiulv," he answered, "I do not sec how the students 
could get along without them." When a jirofessor of so many 
years' experience cau give such a report, the outlook is very 
fucouragiiig. 

The next step to be done is to see how the professors re- 
gard the matter in all the faculties. No doubt, they will be in 
favor with the juojcct, but it will not hurt the plan if healthy 
objections and sound arguments arc encountered. We have 
• heard none .vi t. licf iis hear yours. 

ilosl of the undergrailiiates have verbally expressed their 
approval of the idea. Some knowledge of the case could be sc- 
cncfd if a census were taken to find out exactly the "ayes" , 
and the "nays." 

After we have heard the concensus of opinion, it would be 
a good idea to lia\c ii petition drawn up, so that the system 
may come in working order as soon lus ])08siblc. 

As was remarked in a previous issue of The Varsity, the 
yst«m is by no means a new one, as it is in general use in all - 
tUe colleges in the .United States. They call it the "Recita- 
tion" System. 

Some pc'i|i|o think that it will afford an ideal opportun- 
ity to "skip" the lectures,. We think that (his will not be the 
case, for the attendance will have to bo taken daily.

A ver.v Intelligent and athletic young 
iNonian canie to see nie oin'e in regard 
.o Itheutuatisin in her shoulder, which 
aused her great pain and <li.sab.lity. 
I remarked tliat she was thinner than 
usual, and in explanation she said: 
'I have not eaten uny meat or sugar 
since the pain began, because 1 know 
they were bad for llhoumatism."

Kven in the .\rlliritis of Scarletina 
and lionococcu.s infection, It is un- 
wise to attach the name "Itheumat- 
.sni," since the elimination of the 
evil features of thi' name can only 
come about when it cease.s lo be a 
imti of undifferentiated pains, and 
akes its rightful place as the title 
it a single clinical type of Arthritis, 
and In relation to Rheumatism, so 
called, we have to chronicle of the 
greatest advances in this generation 
in the mental attitude 'toward dis- 
ease. 

About 20 years ago, Dr. Hunter 
awakened his neighbors by propouud- 
ng the view that I'crnlciou.s .\nae- 
tnla. which until then ha.l been re- 
garded as a sort of mysterious visi- 
tation of a very general cliaracter, 
was probably due lo an infection aris- 
ing In the moulh from diseased teeth. 
His theory has not been universally 
upheld, but the Idea which he fathered 
spread to other fields, and nowhere 
more fruitfuly than to the subjects

And though many iiinucent unsils 
and many liarmless tcth havi^ '■ cen 
sacrificed, and thoiigii tl;e scan ii in 
many other directions has been fruit- 
less, the attitude toward disease as 
an external Invasion and not as a per- 
version of the humors for no particu- 
lar reason— this attitude has advanc- 
ed medicine In general far beyond 
the mark which might be set by the 
actual result obtained. 

And now what shall be said of 
"Neuralgia" It is with almost a 
pang that the sickle is raised to ( ut 
jff this old frii ml of our ignorancn 
or our laziness. if vse were glMcd 
with a Bi nse of humor we wciiM 
scarcely offer a diagnosis of .Neural- 
gia—nerve pain— witli a straight lace, 
where else could a pain be found .' 

But even in this year of Grace, peo- 
ple will be told that that pain ovi-r 
the eyes after the Grip Is Supruurhi- 
tal Neuralgia, and the sinuses will 
not be examined, or that pain in the 
face is facial neuralgia, and the spe- 
cial tooth which Is rotting at the root 
will bo left nlone, or (hat pain In 
the cheat of the Ihlii pale man i.-i In- 
lercostnl Neuralgia because liis pleii- 
.'al fri<'tion v.as not lica/d. 

Hut why probing tli" sliir> .' If I 
have cited (iiongh horrible examples 
10 make dear my point, that synip. 
loniH do not liappi n. ni' le r do Ihey 
onie from jiiire cussi iincss, then I 
have said eiioug'i. 

For each • ifect in "^.ledicine there Is 
a cause, as certainly as in I'hyslcs or 
Oeology; and if again, what I have 
.<!ald will prevent any of us who are 
.-espoDslble for the health and lives of 
sick folk from attacliing a name to 
he sick man's symptoms, and then 
sitting down In '.V.i ^hntXr and refusing 
10 go farther In lie- nu'st of the cause, 
then 1 Mil nil feel rewarded.

Dr. Myers Speaks Before Presby- 
terians on Method of Re- 
ligious Teaching.

Yesterday evening, in tlic ProBby- 
lorlan CoIIcbo, llio Uev. A. G. W. 
Myors, Ph.D., begun a course of ten 
lectures on Roltgious Education. Dr, 
MyerH, a highly trained expert in 
his subject, is the head of the depart- 
ment of Religious Education In the 
Presbyterian College. While the 
course he Is at present giving is pri- 
niiirily for Theological students, yet 
llio sul)jet:t is of such deep iiitoreat 
tliut iittendanco would amply repay 
the time of any interested in tlio sub- 
Jeet of general education. For this 
reason the course has been tiirown 
open to any University students who 
care to avail themselves ot the priv- 
ilege. The lectures are delivered in 
the Presbyterian College at 6.30 p.m. 
every evening except Saturday and 
Sunday until January 26th. 

Last night Dr. Myors opened with 
un introductory lecture on the "Aims 
and Importance of Roliglous Educa- 
tion." In contrasting tht two main 
aims of -education In general under 
the heads of curriculum-centred and 
puplI-centred, the lecturer showed 
that the Interest of the religious edu- 
cator lay primarily In the latter. To 
develop tho powers and potentialities 
ot the pupil It is necessary to sift 
(larefully tho material necessary so 
ns to help tho child to religious self- 
expression. Tliis. said Dr. Myors. is 
the goal that any real educational 
system must aim at, a goal which 
cannot be reached unless Ihe needs 
of tho Individual arc clearly under- 
stood and supplied. The mere accu- 
mulation of religious information is 
useless; It la the Issue in practice of 
every day life that must bo the "sum- 
mum bonum."

"Wiiat wo 
want," continued. Dr. Myers, "is not 
reformation, but formation." In 
conclusion it was pointed out that 
facts, though not of paramount im- 
portance, arc necessary as a basis 
for real linowledge. and for this rea- 
! son rdiiglous education in that it is 
primarily based on the study of the 
Biible is of extreme importance and 
value. 

Dr. Myers will lecture during hl» 
course on such topics as: The Uni- 
fied Programme of the Church in Re- 
ligious ISducatlon; It's OrKanizatioii 
and ISquipment; The CoH>perntlve 
Movement in Boys* Work.

*Qwç^çm\ Mftç" Tells of Advan- 
tages and Disadvantages of 
Swshott Life,

EwsUoit Camp, Dec. 2S. — While it 
may be whistUag beforé oue i» out 
of the woods, it uow looks us if this 
Battery is Roing to move on time, for 
the first tiiuo in its life.

he dispenses tickets for Horlick's 
Malted Milk and tea, and said, "now, 
boys," In a strong Northern accent, 
and then proceeded to offer prayers; 
in fattj the facial expressions around 
him more often than not indicated 
strong dlsagreameni with his Inter- 
ruption and violent Internal objurga- 
tion on his hnld pate.

Influence of (Germans Over Otto- 
man Empire is Clearly Shown 
in War, 
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The y« M, C. A, Executive.

Tiie future of Turkey was discussed 
by Dr. C. W. Colby lu his lecture in 
the "Europe at 'War" series at the 
Royal Victoria College yesterday af- 
ternoon. Br. Colby lectured undei 
the title "The Liquidation of Tiirkey,' 

No matter what standard we take 
we must come to the conclusion thai 
Turkey is bankrupt, and the ciost 
associations which she has with Aus- 
tria In the present conflict drive us 
to the conclusion that the iatter coun- 
try is practically in the same condi 
tlon, said the loctur:^-. Albert Borei 
over twenty years ago, wrote "Tht 
moment when Turkey shall have been 
put out of Kurope it will at once b<. 
necessary to consider the liquidation 
of Aitstrla." To the student who 
Wlshe^ to look more closely Into thi 
conditions; ideas and associations o. 
the Turk, the best book on the sub 
Ject Is Sir Charles ISlUott's "Turke) 
in Europe." It Is an Impartial review 
of the Ottoman Empire's actions, con- 
cluding with a number of reasons 
why tbe Turkish Qovernment should | 
not be allowed to rule any other peo- 
ples but the Turks themselves. Kco- 
nomic ways and meiMis are interest- 
ingly commented upon, I'Jiiiotl saying 
"As long us Christians cannot resist 
the demands for contributions, so 
long as Moslems are content to servo 
with little or no return, and under 
considerable hardship, tiiere seems 
no reason why this system (taking 
money from the subjects with no in- 
tention of repayment) should ever 
come to an end. It's only limits are 
the limits of human endurance." To 
the casual reader it might seem that 
the author makes a mistake in his 
judgment regarding the Young Turk 
movement, but such is not tiie caso. 
The 'Young Turks of which he speaks 
of tbe genuine, sincere Liberals, are 
not those who under ICnver call them, 
selves by that name. Tho Young 
IFurk movement alms at some form 
of constitutional government, but this 
Is looked upon with suspicion by tiie 
Ottoman government, which thinks 
that It It were carried into effect it 
would endanger the rule of Moslems 
over Christians. As long ds force 
rules the Turk is superior, but when 
this ceases the Christian gains the 
ascendancy. The Turkish reformer 
distrusts every suggestion made by a 
foreigner as a trick to get ahead of 
him. Military reform, where u change 
could only be for the betterment of 
the Turks themselves, is always firm- 
ly refused. 

Pood conditions in Turkey to day 
are cheerless in the extreme. Pota- 
toes plated at aight are often found 
to have disappeared over night. 
Money consists of paper currency, 
which could be duplicated by any 
printer. It is worth about 40 per 
cent, of Its face value, and is stead- 
ily going down. Turkey, instead of 
being a storehouse for Germany, is 
really going hungry herself. Plague 
is rampant, and about half the army 
has perished from this dread disease, 
Constantinople Is practically all Qer- 
nian; German notices In tbe streets, 
German guards in the streets. Turk- 
ish ammunition comes from the Teu- 
tonic ally. 

It seems a pity that such condi- 
tions as these should prevail. The 
Turk himself is not such a bad sort. 
He has qualities and ideals that 
awaken in our hearts admiration (or 
htm. It is true that he has been giv- 
en numberless opportunities to re- 
form, and It is a pity that lie has not 
taken advantage of thémi Lord 
Stratford do lledcliffe and Sir Bdwin 
Peers think him capable of regenera- 
tion. The whole trouble is that he 
cannot rule subject races with any 
degree of decency and humanity. Dr. 
Dillon went to Armenia in 1896 to in- 
vestigate conditions there, and the 
reports which he sent back can be 
favourably compared with the recent 
report by Lord Bryce, To quote one 
passage, "Year by year, month by 
month, day by day, Innocent men; 
women and children have been shot 
down, stabbed or clubbed to death, in 
their houses and their fields, tortur- 
ed in strange fiendish Ways in fetid 
prison cells, or left to rot in exile 
under the scorching sun of Arabia, 
Dr. Colby quoted authorities re- 
garding the Armenian massacres in 
order to show that the question of 
Turkey should be settled in no un- 
certain manner at the present time 
England at several times in tho car- 
eers of Lord Rnsebery and Lord 
Salisbury as Secretaries for Foreign 
Affairs, desired to do something for 
the unfortunates of the Sassoon mas- 
sacres, but was unable to do so on 
account of the Idtervention of Wil- 
liam U. ot Oermany, who^ greeted 
Abdul Hamid in language of per- 
sonal friendship at a time when "all 
people of humane instincts through- 
out the world" were reviling him. I 
Thns, by trading upon tlie rivalries i 
and discords of the European states, { 
Turkey has bcnn able to maintain | 
herself In Constantinople. "Now, for ! 
once," said Dr. C^olby. "there Is a i 
clear opportunity to deal with the 
Turk in something like a final fash- 
ion. For a hondred years he has been 
at Constantinople simply because to 
put him out would mean a war of 
that sanguinary and universal kind j 
ia which we are involved. Bnt now J 
we are in the war up to, our necks, | 
let us see to it that the most ancient 
knot of tbe Eastern Question is cut 
by thrusting thfi Ottoman out of Bu- 
rope."
